A  Home  in  California  One  Thomand 

Yean  Old. 

The  loftiest  house,  and  the  most  perfect 
in  the  matter  of  architecture,  I  have  ever 
seen,  was  that  which  a  woodchopper  occu¬ 
pied  with  his  family  one  winter  in  the  for¬ 
est  of  Santa  Cruz  County.

The  shore 
was  of  eoral,  as  flue  aa  the  sand  at 
wtfr,  pure  and  spotless  white,  the  first  I  ever 
in  a  pulverised  state.  Around  us  far 
add  wide  were  scattered  innumerable  quan¬ 
tifies  of  rare  and  beautiful  shells  which 
wMtld  have  gladdened  the  heart  of  a  savan 
tefbave  owned,  but  shells  had  no  allurements 
us  sailors,  so  we  struck  up  a  good  fire 
were  soon  engaged  in  discussing  their 
tents.  After  satisfying  our  appetites,  I 
to  take  a  survey.  The  islands  are 
habited  and  supposed  not  to  have  any 
w*for  for  drinking  purposes  on  them ;  but 
my  own  observations  and  the  appeor- 
of  nature  and  the  exuberant  green  fo- 
every where,  there  must  be  internal 
springs.  Around  me  the  birds  were  singing 
with  mellow  notes,  the  rabbits  were  gam¬ 
bolling  through  the  grass ;  so  I  thought 
there  must  be  some  source  of  water  for  their 
nourishment.  I  noticed  a  heavy  dew  had 
fallen  the  preceding  night,  and  I  noticed  a 
curious,  pitcher-shaped  leaf,  which  con¬ 
tained  over  a  gill  of  pure  water  ;  this  wonld 
no  doubt  afford  sufficient  nourishment  for 
the  smaller  animals.  But  let  us  go  ahead. 

I  saw  before  me  a  lovely  valley,  with  flow¬ 
ers  and  blooming  shrubbery,  noble  forest 
trees,  making  everything  shady  and  cheer - 
fuL  Suddenly  I  moke  a  stumble  and  howl 
with  pain  ;  I  hod  pitched  in  a  cactus  or 
prickly  pear  bush  whose  thorns  were  about 
three  inches  long.  Releasing  myself  I  took 
a  good  look  at  my  enemy.  The  prickly 
pear  here  is  a  curiosity  seldom  seen  else¬ 
where.  It  grows  to  an  enormous  size.  I 
have  seen  a  single  pear  measure  six  feet 
around.  On  the  sides  of  the  pear  are  long 
thorns,  and  between  the  thorns  are  little 
cups  which  hold  about  a  spoonful  of  dew,  |

flying  topsoils  for  the  coast  of  Pfru. 

In  regard  to  the  agricultural  samect  of 
islands,  I  should  think  it  ooiffd  net 
equaled.  The  R  mixture  of  lime, 

loom  and  guano  ;  Bunense  crops  could  be 
raised  with  very  lilffo  labor,  as  the  lieavy 
dews  are  sufficient  to  irrigate  and  perfect ; 
and  as  there  are  no  frosts,  but  one  eternal 
summer,  no  fear  of  lost  labor.  The  cotton 
tree  grows  wild,  and  would  be  an  important 
field  for  that  important  staple;  aud  moat  of 
all,  the  valuable  wood  would  be  a  fortune  to 
any  one.  Artesian  wells  oould  supply  water 
and  I  am  sure  it  oould  be  made  a  paradise, 
for  nature  has  lavished  everything  in  regard 
to  climate,  which  cannot  be  exc^lTWL  The 
reason  why  tbe  Islands  have  not  been  settled 
arises  from  the  indolent  nature  of  the  Span- 
iords,  who  have  but  little  Yankee  push  in 
them.  Many  beautiful  islands  lying  con- ! 
tiguous  to  the  Bpnnish  main  are  left  thus  in 
a  state  of  nature.  But  as  the  Saxon  has  now  ! 
got  a  foothold  on  the  ooast,  we  wiU  soon 
see  great  changes,  and  the  Rip  Van  Winkle 
sleep  will  give  way  to  enterprise  aud  com¬ 
merce.

The  Cnita  Nation  ale ,  of  Naples,  gives  au 
account  of  some  interesting  researches  re¬ 
cently  made  in  the  ruins  of  the  buried  city  :  I 
In  the  porch  of  a  small  house  two  skele-  ] 
tons  were  found,  one  of  them  being  inoon-  j

her  mangled  remainii  were  found  s  quarter 
of  a  mile  away.  Several  farm-house*  and 
bans  were  struck  and  their  fragments  strew¬ 
ed  in  the  path  of  the  cyclone.  In  one  case 
a  house  was  carried  away,  and  the  space  of 
half  a  mile  was  passed  before  any  remnant 
of  it  Ittgan  to  appear.  Pieces  of  boards, 
npUnters  of^tsmbvr,  bricks  and  dU bri»  of 
drf  *  «ood  1  UhMotlTJ  ■°*r«d  the  pathway  of  the  storm  or 
were-  hurled  into  the  ground  out  of  sight.

Only  forty  escaped  (loath  j  tlie  East  were 
torn  to  shreds  and  scattered  over  the  sur¬ 
rounding  country.  One  cow  was  found 
thrust  head  foremost  into  the  mud  up  to  the 
shoulder*.  Men  ran  for  th«r  live*  women 
shrieked  and  hiuriad  their  lit^e  ones  to 
places  of  ffidety,  but  so  sudden  was  the  un¬ 
set  that  many  were  killed  ot  severely  injur 
ed.  Persous  were  snatched  up  and  borne 
through  the  sir  to  lw  hurled  to  their  death 
in  s  moment  One  woman  was  found  tom 
all  to  pieces,  and  other#  were  nut  found  at 
all. 

Tbe  rain  which  aceomi>anicd  the  tornado 
came  down  alxnbst  In  a  solid  mess,  and  wan 
filled  with  hailstones,  some  of  which  weigh¬ 
ed  half  a  pound,  and  the  noise  of  the  hurri¬ 
cane  waa  heard  for  ten  miles.
